In that long term, the little Welsh lawyer who 
entered the portals of the ‘Mother of Parliaments” with none of that politi- 
cal background which, prior to his advent, was deemed essential to mini- 
aterial rank, has run the full gamut of political achievement; has scaled 
the dizzy heights and been dashed from them; has tasted the sweet fruits 
of popular acclaim and the bitter of obloquy. Spectacular always, in suc- 
cess as in defeat, his is perhaps the most amazing personality in its very 
contradictions of a generation replete with outstanding figures. 

To-day, in the quieter nooks of political life, the old fires burn dim— 
but they still burn. The flash of those “Limehouse” days which added a 
word to the English language is recalled, ever and anon, as he asseverates 
warnings and behests a heedless world heeds not. From the couch of the 
prophet, or the desk of the mentor, he sallies, occasionally, to guide and to 
counsel those who, caught in-the full flood of the stream, pay little atten- 
tion to what adumbrates the stiller eddies of the backwaters. In sickness 
or in health, one word of contumely brings the old fires forth.

8 whirling world has thrown him from the vortex, is anything but a spent 
force,

his election to parliament. If he were asked what is his fondest recollection 
Over all those years, undoubtedly, his answer would be: it had been given 
him to retain the respect, the loyalty, the confidence and the affection of 
his own constituency of Carnarvon. That is, perhaps, the most amazing 
feature of his amazing record. For forty-four years he has enjoyed the 
unbroken loyalty of his constituents. For forty-four years he has enjoyed 
their confidence, their respect and their affection, Surely no man could 
ask more. That is the mead of his service and the gauge of his success.

NO. 10--SENDING THE WHOLE CHILD TO SCHOOL 


In years gone by the, physical side 
of life was much more neglected than 
it Is to-day. In recent years we have 
given more attention to the value, | 
not only of life itself, but also of 
those things which make life worth 
living. t 

Most modern school systems have 
developed a health program, includ-| 
ing on their staff health officers to 
look after the physical well-being of 
the students. 

There are many physical defects! 
which might retard the child in his| 
school work but this article is in-| 
tended to stress the prevalence of 
eyestrain and its attendant evils, 

About three people out of every| 
ten use glasses to-day for some pur- | 
pose but it is estimated that seven 
out of ten should be wearing them. | 
This almost universal need for assist- 
ance in modern civilized life is large- 
ly due to the constant use of the eyes | 
at close range and almost constant 
exposure to “glare” from sidewalk, | 
roads or buildings, printing on glossy 
paper and from high powered electric 
lights. 

Modern life demands modern 
equipment and it is the constant use 
of the eyes for close work that has 
made scientific glass-fitting a great | 
basic human need. 

The strain of civilized life falls | 
most heavily upon the eyes, the most | 
delicate and the hardest worked of | 
any of the organs of the body. This | 
is especially true of school children | 
because a child’s eyes are immature; 
they are baby eyes until he rag reach- 


and too frequently he is required to | 
do work which would mean a full | 
load for mature eyes. 

There are twenty-five million young 
people in the schools of this conti- | 
nent and it has been found by actual 
survey that twenty per cent. of them 
have eyes which are so completely 
out of focus that it is interfering | 
with their progress in school and rob- 
bing them of their opportunity for 
proper preparation for life's work. 

Millions of young people quit 
school earlier than they otherwise | 
would, because of some physical | 
handicap; millions of others are re- 


tarded in school work, finally gradu- 
ating with indifferent grades, poorly 
equipped for thé battle of life, These 
two types become recruits in tne 
great army of misfits—square pegs in 
round holes, the cause of much of 
the world’s misery. Retarded stud- 
ents retard the work of the entire 
class and indeed of the whole school, 
adding immensely to the work of the 
teacher as well as to the cost of 
operating schools, thus adding to the 
burden of the taxpayer. The physic- 
ally defective child is therefore A 
burden to the community. 

It is not the fault of school authori- 
ties that so many children are neg- 
lected on the physical side. The neg- 
lect is too frequently due to ignor- 
ance and lack of co-operation on the 
part of parents who are uninformed 
or prejudiced and who give too little 
attention to some of the physical 
needs of their children—not the least 
of which is—eyesight. 

There is an intimate relation be- 
tween eyestrain and ineffciency and 
physical ills, All the physical activi- 
ties of the body are made possible 
only through the expenditure of 
nerve force which is our vital motor 
power. Where do we get this power ? 
In a healthy normal individual it is 
automatically stored up during a 
night’s sleep, sufficient for each day’s 
use and any person who uses more 
nerve force each day than js stored 
up the night before is slowly but 
surely facing nervous bankruptcy. 
Nerve exhaustion is the cause of 
most of our physical ills and the eyes 


play a far greater part in this con- | 


dition than is generally realized. 

The examination of childrens’ eye- 
sight by school nurse or teacher is of 
limited value. At best they can only 
be expected to discover the worst 
cases of poor vision whereas 4 per- 
sor might be able to read every !et- 
ter on the test chart and yet be sun- 
fering from nervous exhaustion due 
to eyestrain. Such cases usually es- 
cape the notice of any but a skillful 
optometrist who knows what to look 
for and how to correct it. Such cases 
as described are the ones in greatest 
need of help.

We marvel no less about the dis- 
ciplined way in which hordes of 
starlings in a single flock shift or 
keep formation than we do at the 
way in which the tail of a big shoal 
of minnows acts precisely as does 
the head, says G. W. M., in the Man- 
chester ~Guardian. During the 
droughty summer we studied. the he- 
havior of minnows passing -restlessly 
to and fro at the foot of the weir- 
apron. The rearmost minnow could 
not see the foremost, yet it changed 
direction at the same moment ag the 
leader. So with the starlings fore 
and aft. Whether they plunge head-

|or wheel abruptly they all perform 
|the maneouvre together. Is there 
some mass thought-transference ac- 
countable for these remarkable 
demonstrations of unity of will in 
the sky? ‘There can be only a nar- 
row margin of safety for each bird. 
The slightest deviation would bring 
one into collision with the other and 
perhaps disaster upon a great many 
of their fellows. The risk run by 
peewits in their strange manoeuvres 
is probably much less. They fly much 
more deliberately. But they also turn 
at the very second the leader turns, 
The mystery is one that we can 
hardly hope to fathom.

Relics Of Romanoff: 


Many Brought To New York By 
Dealer In Antiques 


Many of the little intimate things 
belonging to the last Imperial family 
of Russia, Nicholas II, and his chil- 
dren, have been brought to New 
York from Leningrad by a dealer in 
antiques who has dealt with Russia 
for ‘years,

little red notebook, decorated with 
the Russian imperial eagle, done in 
red, with the little initials A, F. at 
the top and EF, fF. at the bottom.

These souvenirs as well as other be- 
longings of the Czar, were all bought 
from Government warehouses in 
Leningrad and Moscow at prices set 
by a Soviet commission of former 
antique dealers.

Does Not Harm the Heart 


Find Another ‘Dead Sea” 


Below Hundred Foot Level Life Does 
Not Exist 


Another “dead sea” has been dis- 
covered—one which, unlike that in 
Palestine, is not open to the sky and 
in whose murky and mysterious 
depths moves no living thing. 

It is far down in the ocean be- 
tween Arabia and India. To depths 
of from 50 to 100 feet below the sur- 
face, the water teems with marine 
life. Below those levels life does not 
exist. 

The discovery is due to the re- 
search of the expedition financed by 
the late Sir John Murray. The com- 
mander sent a fresh report to Prof. 
Stanley Gardiner, expedition secre- 
tary. 

Prof. Gardiner expressed the opin- 
ion that the lack of life in the depths 
may be laid to the petroleum which 
has been seeping into the ocean from 
the land through the ages—produc- 
ing an effect similar to ihe familiar 
Palestine Dead Sea by bituminous 
deposits. 

The secretary received from the 
expedition samples of water and 
ooze from other parts of the ocean 
between Arabia and India in which 
he is confident of finding hitherto un- 
known forms of life. These samples 
were taken at varying depths of 
from two to five miles. 

The expedition made further sound- 
ings and explorations which are held 
to confirm a previously reported 
identification of this ocean area with 
the vanished continent of Gondwana- 
land or Lemuria, the home of mon- 
strous, scaly reptiles which vanished 
when the earth sank—probably ow- 
ing to volcanic action—million¢ of 
years ago, 


Claims Invention Will 
Reduce Railway Wrecks 


Trains Are Automatically Stopped | 
When Journals Become Hot 

J, E. Edwards, veteran Winnipeg 
railroader, claims a device he had in- 
vented would in future prevent rail- 
road accidents caused by hot journ- 
als. 

Mr. Edwards’ invention, he claims 
will detect any overheating and is so 
constructed that the air will he 
automatically released from the train 
to apply the air brake if the journal 
ig hot enough to require attention. 

The device, attached to a railway 
car with the conventional air brake 
system, detects overheating by 
means of fuse caps with lugs having 
a composition which will melt at a 
a predetermined high temperature, 
Within the fuse plug is inserted a 
smaller plug which will melt and 
permit a slight flow of air to escape 
thus causing light application of the 
brakes,
